ON ITOTRUCKS 


Order Effective April 26, 


Includes Other Types of 


Commercial Vehicles

WASHINGTON, March 31 UB— 


In on effort to chop down war-in 
flatcd prices, the office of Price 
Administration 
today 
decreed 


maximum prices for used trucks 
ambulances, buses and other used 
commercial motor ' vehicles. In 
some cases the celing prices were 
only a fraction of current market 
quotations. 


The new regulations, ,effective j 


April 2i>, sets the. top legnl price 
of any of these" vehicles at a per- 
centage of Its original delivered 
price. Depending on ago and part- 
ly on wtcthcr the vehicle has been 
re-conditioned, 
the 
percentages 


range from 2G to 97 of "new cost." 


TKesc percentages, OPA said, 


arc "expected to hull tlie activities 
of speculators which have resulted 
in somo instances in prices that 
are 200 per cent or more over the 
normal value of the used truck." 


Exempted from the order are 


ordinary passenger automobiles, 
taxicabs. station wagons null farm 
tractors. However, officials said 
they were studying the possibility 
of similar acllon on these vehicles. 


"The action." OPA commented,

release of many used vehicles tlmt 
tiavc been withheld Ironi sale by 
speculators in anticipation of a 
shortngc'of transportation vehicles 
causiner further price advances. 


'Production of now trucks has 


been curtailed and 'wartime trans- 
portation needs havn resulted in 
teavy demand for second hand- 
vehicles. This demand cannot be 
satisfied unless older type, models, 
many of which are not now in 
operation, arc bronchi back into 
he market. Today's regulation rec- 
ognizes this by an incentive pro- 
vided for the rc-couditlons of used 
models."

NEWPORTEB GETS UEGKEB 


Washington Day Book 


By JACK STINNETT 


WASHINGTON — Since little 


Lieut. Gen. GeorgejChurchill 


Kenney (Gen. MacArthur's air 
force officer in the south Pacific) 
arrived in Washington, flying men 
have talked of nothing but "skip 
bombing.". 


Although there isn't an official 


line on it anywhere, "skip bomb- 
ing" 
probably resulted in our all- 


out success in the Bismarck Sea. 
That success can't be attributed, 
entirely to this new bombing 
technique, but it's reported • on 
good authority here that in one 
sorlie, 12 B-25 (Billy Mitchells) 
bombers accounted for It ships in 
that Jap convoy and left every 
one of them sunk or sinking. If 
that record, without the loss of a 
single plane, 
has 
ever 
been 


touched, we have failed to hear 
about it. 
*

CK1P bombing derives from that 
O youthful trick of "skipping" a 
rock across the -water. Bombers 
flying at almost deck level and 
top speed drop their bombs "flat1' 
before they reach their target. 
The bomb hits the water, rico- 
chets into the air and hits the 
ship just above or below the 
waterline. The perfect shot is 
just below the waterline — be- 
cause that's a more vulnerable 
spot — but "on-the-first-bounce" 
shots are almost as deadly. In 
other words, it's using bombs as 
if they were' wave-skipping tor- 
pedoes. 


Just how it is done is some- 


thing that won't come out until 


after the war, probably. Just who 
is responsible for it other than 
Lieutenant General Kenney isn't 
clear cither. But there seems no 
doubt that he is the first man to 
have put it into practice in actual 
warfare. ' 


As in the case of many inven- 


tions, necessity gave it birth. 
With a whale of a job to do and 
few planes to operate with, Gen- 
eral Kenney used Flying Fort- 
resses as "high level" bombers, 
more or less for decoys for 'ack 
ack gunners. The Mitchells wen 
racing in, skipped their . bombs 
broadside, poured machine gun 
lead into the gun crews and deck 
hands, nosed up over the masts 
and were gone before the Japs 
knew what hit them..

THE benefits of such a maneu- 


yer are apparent. Targets, be- 
ing broadside, at a few nundrec 
yards are much easier to draw 
a bead on than if they were the 
decks of those ships from 10,000 
to 30,000-foot levels. Almost the 
only serious defense that can be 
raised against them is the ship's 
quota of machine guns, but planes 
coming in nose-first provide 
minimum target. 


"Skip bombing" is just one 


more innovation of General Ken- 
ney. The five-foot-six general has 
been credited wi!h developmen 
of the parachute bomb, the first 
placement of machine guns in the 
wings of planes, the establish- 
ment of air supply lines for 
ground troops, and sundry other 
changes in design and air maneu- 
vers.
